The meeting 
was composed of people drawn together to 
listen to that which would be expected from 
the Senator—a calm, effectively eloquent 
and statesmanlike address, and they wrere 
not dis ppointed. There were very m any 
ladies present, who were among the closest 
listeners. The First A rtiller 
Band fur­ 
nished excellent music prior to the address 
and at its close. 
The meeting was called to order by W in­ 
field J. Davis, Chairman of the Republican 
County Central Committee, who announced 
the following as theofficers of the m eeting:

Mr. Davis introduced the President of 
the meeting, Mr. Devlin, who spoke as 
follow s: 
Ladies, fhnüemen and Fellow-citizens: I appre­ 
ciate the honor yon have conferred upon me in 
selecting me to preside over this meeting. In 
the campaign now in progress iu this State we 
are called upon to decide a question that has 
presented it&olf to us at each recurring election 
during the last twenty-five years: that Is, Shall 
the administration of the affairs of this State 
and this nation be intrusted to the Republican 
party or to the Democratic party ? You may talk 
as you will of other issues and of other party 
organizations, there is one fact none can aeny: 
Your vote on election day will he either for the 
candidates presented to you by the Republican 
party, and an indorsement of the principles 
which they hold ami represent, or a vote ior the 
candidates presented by the Democratic party, 
and the principles which they represent, or else 
your vote will have no influence in determin­ 
ing what policy shall be pursued by our repie- 
scntatives. The fact must he conceded that at 
the next election cither the Republican or 
Democratic party will be successful. No other 
can hope ior a victory. Iu this aspect you are 
either a Republican or Democrat. The coming 
election will decide whether California is a Re­ 
publican or a Democratic State. Let no man 
who ever voted the Republican ticket, w hoever 
believed in the just and eternal principles in 
which it was founded, desert ms now. In 1884 
we believed in the principles of which Blaine 
was the great living exponent. Do we still be­ 
lieve in them ? Your votes on November 2d 
will show. You will have the pleasure this 
evening, ladies and gentlemen, of listening to 
an exposition of the principles of that party. I 
now take pleasure in introducing to you the 
Hon. Newton Booth. 
MB. BOOTH'S ADDRESS. 
Mr. Booth came forward and delivered 
the following address in his most effective 
m anner, and was frequently loudly ap­ 
plauded : 
Mr. President, Ladies 
and 
Fellow-Citizens: 
I once heard 8tarr King, of blessed memory* 
say in a lecture on Webster that the climate of 
New Hampshire, where Webster was born, had 
three seasons—setting in of winter—winter— 
breaking up of winter. 
In this country we seem to have three politi­ 
cal seasons—preparing for an election—holding 
an election—getting over an election. 
It did seem for some time that the Democratic 
party in this county had concluded not to hold 
an election this year. The Republican local 
ticket is so unexceptionable we may properly 
make its election unanimous. There never was 
less excuse tor Sacramento Republicans to 
scratch a ticket or to revise it. Whoever ex­ 
pedí to vote for a better will not obtain it from 
any “ m utual adm iration” society, and will die 
of old age before he has an opportunity. 
1 am not one of those who believe that this 
frequency of elections is an uumixed evil. (,)i 
course i t 'involves trouble and expense, but it 
identifies the people with the Government, it 
creates a sense of direct responsibility in the 
men who administer public office, and is an es­ 
sential part of our republican institutions—our 
representative democracy. 
The approaching election is important. It in­ 
volves the choice of the Governor and all the 
State officers for four years, of the entire Legis­ 
lature, of three Justices of the Supreme Court, 
oí six members of Congress, of all county offi 
cers, and of a United States Senator. 
The two great parties which so nearly equally 
divide the voters of the whole country have 
named their respective tickets, and it is to be 
assumed that they are composed of fairly repre 
sentative men. In so far as the canvass is con­ 
ducted as a discussion ot ideas, principles and 
measures, and a fair inquiry into the fitness of 
the candidates for the offices they aspire, it can 
only be productive of good. In so far as it de- 
generatesinto misrepresentation, persm al abuse, 
aspersion of private character, it is evil in turn­ 
ing attention aside fr in the true issues and in 
pandering to and cultivating a depraved appe­ 
tite for slander and vituperation. 
As for that hyper-criticism that takes excep­ 
tion to the cut of a m an’s coat, to the tie of his 
cravat, that calls a man cold if he does not 
gush, selfish if he does not proclaim his own 
charities. 1 could wish that those who indulge 
it could be placed in the fierce fight that beats 
upon a candidate, that they might exhibit to 
the world a spectacle of absolute perfection. 
Of the candidates for Governor, Mr. Swift 
and Mr. Bartlett. I can sneak from personal 
acquaintance. The personal character of each 
is above reproach. If I knew I were to die to­ 
night, I should be willing that either should ad­ 
minister my estate without bonds. I do not be­ 
lieve there is any one who knows them both 
intimately, who has not the same confidence in 
their integrity and good faith. 
1 first met Mr. Swift in the Legislature of 1862­ 
186?», of which we were both members, and have 
been intimate with him ever since. 
He is in 
the best sense of that often much abused phrase, 
“ a self-made man.” Without early advantages, 
bom to ’the lot of labor, from early youth de­ 
pendent on his own exertions, he has neglected 
no opportunity of self-improvement, until his 
abilitv is known and recognized throughout the 
entire State. lie is at once profound in thought 
and practical in application 
He is a successful 
m an—but his success is the measure of his in­ 
dustry and talent. In versatility I do not know 
his siq*enor. 
His long experience in public 
affairs, his mature judgment, his close observa­ 
tion in extensive travel, well fit him for the 
complicated questions which are constantly 
arising in our State policy. 
Neither Mr. Bartlett nor Mr. Swift have been 
44thick and thin partisans.” 
Neither can in­ 
dulge the old Democratic boast that he has 
never dotted an “ i ” or crossed a “ t ” of a party 
ticket. Mr. Bartlett has sometimes acted as au 
independent Democrat: Mr. Swift as an inde­ 
pendent Republican. 
For the past twenty five 
years Mr. Bartlett has been sincerely in sympa­ 
thy with the policy and purjKisesof the Demo­ 
cratic party, and desirous ot its success, and 
Mr. Swift has been devoted to the principles and 
purposes of the Republican party, and it isas 
the leaders and representatives of their respect­ 
ive parlies they are presented to tis as candi­ 
dates. 
If the issues between the parties arc not 
sharply defined, if you have to read between 
the lines of platforms of Conventions to dis­ 
cover there is a difference, it is not because the 
Republican party hss changed its principles. 
I presume the Southern Democrat will admit 
that this is a Nation—one and indivisible—but 
he believes it became such, not by virtue ot the 
Constitution, but as a result of the defeat of the 
rebellion. He a'cepts the doctrine, not as a 
fundamental truth, but as a hard necessity. 
He will adm it that slavery has been de­ 
stroyed, can never lie restored, and, perhaps, 
that it should never be, but he will contend that 
the proclamation of emancipation, the am end­ 
ments to the constitution and measures of re­ 
construction were acts of arbitrary tyranny. 
There is a problem in mathematics that two 
lines can forever approach, but never meet. 
However the Democratic party may seek to ig­ 
nore the past, may be willing to accept results, 
it can never reach tbe lofty plain of patriotism 
on which the Republican party has stood from 
the time Of its organization. The difference is 
fundamental, historical; it is in spirit, scope, 
tendency, purpose, idea. You must not lo k so 
much between the lines of jilatfomis to fiud it 
as beneath the lines. 
I am not here to assert that the Republican 
party is perfect. No human agency u . But I 
do proclaim my belief that it lias accomplished 
more lor humanity than a n r other political or­ 
ganization in all time. Jt does not propose to 
abandon any of its trophies, at a senseless cry 
of “ bloody shirt.” It does not propose to close 
the book of its achievements, and refuse to 
read the ga-it chapiers it has written in history, 
while its old antagonist stands as a living re­ 
m inder of the pas:. It is not composed entirely 
of political saints. 
It does not claim a mo­ 
nopoly of the virtues. We must agree with the 
Republican orator who said: “ He knew men of 
whum the only good thing that could be said 
was. that they were Republicans, and others of 
whom the only bad thing that could be said 
was, that they were Democrat-.” 
I think these ln3t are Republicans is disguise 
—perhaps I should say unconscious Republicans. 
Tney will become Republicans when they die. 
A good old Methodist preacher once said to me 
j in my youth: “ My young friend, John \Ve>lev 
1 wat a Christian along time L clore 
kcc.v i : / ’ 


In my boyhood days there was a religions * ct 
called” Perfectionists.” If there were an asto 
ciation to-day, and perfection were the test o'* 
admission, you m ight get in, I could not, il I 
did I should be lonesome. 
Not all the boys in blue in the armies of the 
Potomac, of the Cumberland and the Tennessee 
knew the Westminster catechism, or could re­ 
peat the thirty-nine article:-. Not all the officers 
who wore shoulder straps and sashes were de­ 
void of self-seeking and personal ambition. 
Selfishness, personal ambition always have 
been, always will be. ingredients of every po­ 
litical movement. 
hve:i religious and philan­ 
thropic associations are uoc altogether free from 
them. “There is a great deal of human nature 
in m an.” Even iu this nineteenth century, in 
this “ home of the brav¿ and land of the free,” 
the old Adam has not entirely been cast out. I 
have often observed in human affairs that au 
ounce of active selfishness will accomplish 
more than a ton of good intentions. That po­ 
litical organization is be?t and will accomplish 
most that regards society as it is, with its tre­ 
mendous forces for good or for evil, seeks to 
combine these elements for the best attainable 
go, d, to marshal them the way they ought to 
go, to harness even ambition and selnshuess to 
the chariot of progress. That we claim the Re­ 
publican party is and does, and that the Demo­ 
cratic party is not and does not. 
The one sub­ 
ordinates success to truth, the other truth to 
success. 
loit me illustrate the charge that the Demo­ 
cratic party subordinates truth to success—that 
it is disingenions, not bold, open and frank. 
The Democratic State Central Committee have 
plagiarized the Republican motto, and at the 
head of all their advertisements they place the 
sentiment: “ Protection for free labor and home 
industries.” In the language of Dogberry this 
“is flat burglary as ever was committed.” 
We 
have all heard of “stealing the livery of heaven 
to serve the devil in”—this is stealing the livery 
of the Republican party to serve the Democratic 
party. 
The Democratic platform of this State declares 
that the duty on wool should be re-tored to 
what it was in the tariff of 1867. This is simp y 
a bid for the votes of the wool-growers. Every 
intelligent Democrat knows that if the duty on 
wool is to he restored to what it wes, or main­ 
tained at what it is, it will be by Republican 
votes iu Cogvrese, not by Democratic. 
At the 
last session of Congress, the Democratic leader 
on the floor introduced a bill placing wool on 
the frc e list. Out of 185 Democratic Representa­ 
tives less than forty voted against its considera­ 
tion; out of IF» Republicans only seven voted in 
its favor. 
!n the Forty eighth Congress the contest in 
the caucus for Speaker of the House was be­ 
tween Carlisle of Kentucky and Randall of 
Pennsylvania. 
Next to the 
President, the 
Speaker of the House is the most important po­ 
litical officer in the Government. 
He appoints 
the committees, can recognize whomsoever he 
chooses on the floor, and in shaping legislation 
has more power than the President. Curlisle is 
an honest man, and has the courage of convic­ 
tion. 
He is the ablest advocate of free trade 
doctrine in either house of Congress 
Randull 
is a man of perhaps equal ability and integrity, 
of larger public experience, a’ Democrat no 
doubt from conviction, and a protectionist from 
the accident of his birth and residence in Penn­ 
sylvania, where in some districts theyst‘11 think 
they arc voting for 44 Polk and Dallas, and the 
tariff of ’42.” 
Of course Carlisle was nominated and elected. 
In the 49lh Congress he was nominated in the 
Democratic caucus without opposition. Prompt- 
ly o n his first election, lie appointed Colonel 
Morrison, of Illinois, Chairman of the Comrait- 


power nearly two years. Seldom, if ever, in 
our history has discontent been so rife, have la­ 
bor strikes been so frequent, and the orderly 
condition of society been so disturbed. I do not 
charge that these things are the direct result of 
a Democratic administration. 
Far from It. 
They might have occurred under a Republican. 
What I do charge ai:d m aintain is, that tV—' 
Democratic nnrty constantly holds out delusive 
hopes, and their inevitable disappointment em­ 
bitters the lot of men who are compelled to la­ 
bor for daily bread. It incalentes and insinuates 
th at tne inequalities of wealth and condi’ion 
are created by law: t r t;t the men who pay wages 
are the naturul enemies of the men who receive 
wages, and tl. .? hi this ■ »tintry there are arhi- p 
trary class distinctions: that the rich are neces­ 
sarily oppressive, that t se poor are inevitably 
oppressed. Us appeals are constantly to w hat 
it terms the “ laboring classes,” as if there were 
any class of people in this laud of equal laws, 
that had an interest distinct from, and antago­ 
nistic to the well-being of the w hole. 
Now the difficulties and hardships arising out 
of the inequalities of human condition a re a s 
old as history. Their solution has been sought 
by priest and philosopher, by toiler and states­ 
man. I do not know that their solution is pos­ 
sible. 
Anarchism will not solve them; that form of 
Socialism which seeks to abolish private prop­ 
erty will not solve them; demagogic appeals to 
prejudice, declamation, however o rillia't. will 
throw no light neon them. If they c a n te ame­ 
liorated, or i * 
* * 
tion. it will 1 
liorated, or placed in process of ultim ate solu­ 
tion. it will be by the orderly progress of society, 
not by social convulsion and revolution. It will 
be by holding fast to that which is good while

tee of Ways and Means, which has charge of all 
revenue bills, and shares with the Committee 
on Appropriations the leadership of the House. 
Morrison is bold, honest and patriotic. He 
sincerely believes that protective duties are 
robbery, lie has constantly, earnestly endeav­ 
ored to’ modify the tariff in the line of his con­ 
victions. willing to take what he could get, If 
he could not get all that lie wanted. The con­ 
sideration of his hill for a horizontal reduction 
of the tariff was defeated by the almost unani­ 
mous vote of the Republican members, aided 
by about forty Dem ocrats-recalcitrant Demo­ 
crats, the leading Democratic papers call them. 
The Louisville Courier-Jour nal, one of the ablest, 
if not the ablest Democratic paper in the United 
states, promptly read these “ recalcitrants” out 
of the party, asserts that none of them from the 
southwest cau be returned to Congress, and ad­ 
vises Sam Randall to leave the Democratic 
nartv, to join the Republican, where he properly 
belongs on account of his views in regard to 
protective duties. 
Mr. Manning, the Secretary of the Treasury, 
is undoubtedly the ablest member of the Cabi­ 
net, and has* tlie closest and most confidential 
relations with the President. If it had not been 
for Daniel Manning, it is not probable that Gro­ 
ver Cleveland would ever have been Governor 
of New York, or President of the United States. 
When, a few months ago. he tendered his rerig 
nation on account of his illness, his letter con­ 
tained two suggestions in the nature of a testa­ 
mentary legacy. They were to the effect that if 
the coinage of silver were stopped we should 
have the best currency iu the w orld: and that 
if our tariff* were revised and duties imposed 
only on a few leading articles, we should have 
the best revenue system possible, lie undoul-t- 
edly voiced the sentiment of the Administra­ 
tion, and the leading sentiment iff his party 
Now this is just the kind of tariff* that England 
has, and it approaches more nearly t»» absolute 
free trade than that of any other nation in the 
civilized world. The principle of protection is 
entirely eliminated. 
The people of the Southern States are imbued 
with the acetrine of free trade, and have been 
since Calhoun invoked “ nullification” to pre­ 
vent the collection of duties at Charleston. The 
Southern Confederacy held out the boon of free 
trade to England and* France as nil inducement 
to recognition. New York ritv, the commercial 
capital of the country, and so largely engaged 
in foreign commerce, is for free trade, and the 
Democratic party depends upon the Southern 
States and the city of New York for any national 
success. I am not here to discuss the compara­ 
tive merits of protectiou and free trade. It is a 
broad question, about which many honestly 
differ. What I object to iu the position of the 
Democratic party is, th at it is not honest. The 
direction of the party, its best ami intelligent sen­ 
tim ent. is lor free trade—f *r such a tariff as Sec­ 
retary Manning recommends. 
Every National 
Democratic Convention will adopt- a resolution 
in favor of a “ tariff for revenue only,” and 
every Democratic State (Vmveniio i vH f resolve 
in favor of protective duties on every local pro­ 
duction. 
Judge Baldwin once wittily said of a famous 
decision of our Supreme Court th at “ it gave 
the law to the North and the negro to the 
South.” The Democratic party discounts that. 
It offers free trade or protection to any one who 
wants either, or it will serve them both together 
in just the proportions any individual voter 
ncies. 
As a National Democrat, the Californian is in 
favor of a tariff for revenue only—as a State 
Democrat he is iu favor of protective duties on 
wool, on wine, on lruits, on quicksilver—and 
certainly one very 
distinguished 
Democrat 
would be sorry to see the duty on borax re­ 
duced. The Louisiana Democrat is in favor of 
free trade—and protection for sugar. 
Even the 
South Carolirian, though he may have sat at the 
feet of Calhoun, if he happens to live in a rice 
district, is for free trade—and protection forrice. 
The Michigan Democrat, nationally, is for n 
tariff ior revenue only: as a Michigander, he is 
for protection to lumber and salt. The New 
Jersey Democrat is for free trade and protection 
lor silk. The New England Democrat is for free 
trade, and especially for free wool, and for pro­ 
tection for woolen fabrics, and whatever else is 
m anufactured in New England. The Pennsyl­ 
vania Democrat will indorse the national p.at- 
form “ lor revenue only;” as a member of Con­ 
gress he will trade everything with everybody 
for protection of coal, iron and Pennsylvania 
manufactures. 
In national Convention, in the supreme coun­ 
sel, the party is for tariff'for revenue only, dis­ 
carding the principle of protection. 
In the 
various State Conventions its opinions make a 
jmiitieal crazy-quilt, and justify the famous ex­ 
pression of General Hancock, that “ the tariff' 
is a local question.” 
The position of the Democratic party on that 
subject was well illustrated by a wag, who said 
“ it reminded him of the boy whose trousers 
were made the same way before and behind, so 
that the boy never knew whether he was going 
to school or coming home.” 
In contradistinction from this, the Republi­ 
can party is iu favor of ” Protection of Ameri­ 
can labor and industries.” It supjiorts it a s a 
principle—as a broad national policy. 
It pro­ 
claims it everywhere—iu districts where it is 
unpopular as well as where it is popular. It 
does not hedge or double deal. It is consistent. 
Its position may be assaulted, its sincerity can­ 
not be doubted. 
The resolution of the Democratic Convention 
of this State on the Chinese question is open to 
a charge graver than disiug muons. An old ac­ 
quaintance of mine coined a word, not tobe 
found in any dictionary—“ duplicious” —which 
I h are added to my vocabulary, and often find 
convenient. I desire to keep within the lamnds 
of propriety and will simply say that this reso­ 
lution is “ duplie.ious.” 
It calls for the abroga­ 
tion of the Burliugawe-Swift treaty. The men 1 
who wrote the resolution knew there was r o 
such treaty—the intelligent men who voted for 
it knew there w as none. Every man in the State 
who is conversant with current history knows 
that the Burlingame treaty never had a more 
severe critic, than Mr. Swift. Mr. bwift was one ¡ 
! of the Commissioners who negotiated the treaty 
■ with China, cbuneing the Burlingame treaty 
and enabling our Government to restrict Chi­ 
nese immigration. He had a most difficult task. 
He was on-» of three Commissioners. It is but 
mis! to say that he had first to bring his own co- 
ndjutors *to his own views, and to secure such 
concessions from the representatives of th • Chi- 
new.» Government as were possible. From the 
first he was handicapped by his a^s< eiates. lie 
did secure more than his most sanguine friends 
thought pcsi-ible. It was for him a diplomatic 
trium ph. T hat Chinese exclusion is not more 
rigid is not the defect of the treaty, but of the 
laws and their administration. The memorial 
which he prepared to Congress on the Chinese 
question is the ablest presentation of California 
opinion ever made. No one man on this coast 
has done so much towards educating public 
opinion in the Eastern -tab s on this subject. 
Yet the Democratic Convention, ignoring facts 
which arc as open as the day,by an innuendo as 
cowardly as it i- false, endeavors to identify 
him v. iih the Burlingame Treaty. I have ob­ 
served with surprise and regret that Mr. Bart­ 
lett justifies this attempt, and In doing so resorts 
to a verbal quibble unworthy of him or any 
other booorable gentleman. That i«. because 
Mr. s’wif: has done everything In the power of 
man in changing ihe Burlingame Treaty, he is 
responsible for iu adoption. 
I want io be polite—or at least not Impolite—I 
will simply say that this phrase, “ Burlingame- 
Swift Treaty,” is a gratuitous Ur-fFv crea tion. 
Any >ne who could be deceived by it would vote 
the Democratic ticket anyhow. * 
| 
I charge the Democratic party with dissimn- 
■ 1 at iou iu dealing with what arc popularly know n 
j n? the “ labor questions.” It basal ways claimed 
f to be the champion of labor, the laborer's 
j friend and protector. That has long been a 
i large part of iw political stock in trade. It wa*< 
j even when it justified slavery and the bringing 
of free labor in competition with stave. A 
Democratic national administration ha« been in 


seeking whatever is better. It will be by recog­ 
nizing the truth that one m an’s liberty end# 
when it infringes u¡>on another’s rights: that 
there can be no liberty, security, order or pro­ 
gress except under enlightened law: and that 
no power is so great as to be above the control 
of the law, no individual so weak as to be be- 
nesth its protection. 
These principles, these aims and purposes the 
Republican party embodies and champions iu a 
higher degree than any other great political or­ 
ganization on the habitable globe. 
The millennium will never be inaugurated by 
Act of Congress or of the Legislature 
If there 
has been one since ‘our first parents fell,” his­ 
tory fails to recorel ft. 
pr< gress of hum an­ 
ity nas beea slow and toilsome, over steep and 
stony places, and its footprints have 
been 
marked with blood, even as the Savior's were 
when he liore the cross to the crucifixion. 
It is too early to pass judgment on the adm in­ 
istration of President Cleveland. 1 f we may in­ 
fer the future from the past, it will not be dis­ 
tinguished either by its domestic or foreign j>ol- 
icy. 
Even a Pan-Electric light would reveal 
nothing brilliant so far. 
Its at ainments in 
philology seem to be higher than in statesman­ 
ship or diplomacy. It is likely to go into history 
as the author of two phrases, “offensive parti­ 
sanship” and “innocuous desuetude.' 
I know p hut an “offensive partisan' is—it i«< 
a Republican in office. 
A Democrat in ( flice is 
a sublimely disinterested putriot. 
As for the 
exact meaning of “innocuous desuetude.” you 
will have to seek for it in the depths of the pro­ 
found obscure. 
It is somewhat famous for tiro of her incidents. 
Cleveland sent a pre-natal message to Congress 
advising the demonetization of silver before he 
was inaugurated, and the national flag was half­ 
masted for the death of Jake Thompson. 
The highest praise that can bo accorded to it 
is negative—it has not been so harmful us was 
feared. There is a leason for this. The Repub­ 
lican party has so deeply engraven its ideas, 
principles and purposes on the national policy 
that they cannot be erased. The party may be 
defeated, but its moral triumph is *ecure be­ 
yond the Chance ol time or change of circum­ 
stances. You f*;u- no more obscure that than 
you can reverse the verdict of history or turn 
back the iron leaves in the book of fate. 
The most ardent friend of the present admin- 
istratiou will hardly claim that its diplomacy 
has redounded to the national honor. 
During 
til- twenty-four years that the Republican party 
has administered the government, in its inter­ 
course with foreign powers, it maintained the 
just rights of the nation, under circumstances 
the most difficult and trying, with dignity, firm­ 
ness and sc if-respect. It did not have one voice 
for the strong and another for the weak. It did 
not truckle to the out or hector the other. Let 
me recall a few notable illustrations. 
When in the hour of the nation's supreme 
peril—when the Governments of England and 
France were seeking for a pretext to recognize 
the “ Confederacy’’—the English Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs said to the American Minister 
that the cruisers that were fitting out in British 
ports to destroy American commerce could not 
be restrained from sailing, as there was no 
m unicipal law to prevent, the American Minis­ 
ter replied, “ My Lord, this means war,” and no 
other cruisers sailed. 
For injuries inflicted 
under those which had sailed, England was 
compelled to settle under the provisions of the 
treaty upon the Alabsma claims — another 
trium ph for Americ an diplom icy. 
When Commodore Wiikes, in*an exuberance 
of patriotism, seized Mason and Slidell, rebel 
emissaries, on the Trent, he violated the Ameri­ 
can doctrine that a neutral flag protects a neu­ 
tral ship. Against temporary public sentiment 
in the North, a Republican aumiuist ration stood 
firmly and calmly for the right. 
It snatched 
the flower of safety from toe nettle of danger. 
It obtained from Great Britain the acknowledg­ 
ment that there was no right of search on the 
high seas; th at a neutral flag protects a neutral 
ship. That was the question about which Eng­ 
land and the United States had fought in the 
war of 1812, and which had not been settled by 
the treaty of Ghent. For the first time England 
conceded that the American doctrine was right. 
The principle for which Lawrence exclaimed 
with his dying breath, “ Don’t give up the ship:” 
for which Berry triumphed on Lake Erie, ami 
Jackson at New Orleans, was vindicated as a 
part of international law. 
At the close of the War. when the sound of 
the cannon hml scarcely ceased to reverberate, 
the American Government politely but firmly 
said to Emperor Louis Napoleon that the French 
troops iu Mexico had no business there, and had 
better go home. They went. 
In the times of cxtremest peril, when the war 
clouds hung blackest and were charged with 
the lightnings of destruction, when the sky was 
tempest-tosied, the Republican party abated no 
jot or tittle of the just rights of the nation—il 
maintained its honor abroad, while it preserved 
its existence at home. 
Let me revert. I do not claim that the Repub­ 
lican party is perfect, or compo ed of perfect 
material. This Government, State and national, 
will be administered by one of the two great 
parties which contend for supremacy, and have 
contended for twenty-six years It is not a ques­ 
tion cf perfection, but of choice. Which will 
best maintain the honor of the country abroad, 
and develop its resources at home ? W hich will 
best promote social order and orderly progress? 
Which is more in sympathy with those individ­ 
ual rights which are tne foundation of free gov­ 
ernm ent? Try them not by profession and plat­ 
form. but by their traditions and history, their 
genera! direction and anim ating spirit, and there 
can be but one answer. 
In the political campaign which resulted in 
the election of Cleveland, the Democratic party 
appealed to the people for a change of adminis­ 
tration *'that the books might be exam ined.” 
They have been examined with unfriendly eyes. 
No lorced balsnee, no suspicious entry has been 
foupd. The money m the Treasury has beeti 
c muted, and found to agree with “ the books " 
to tlu* fraction of a cent. 
There are other records which the party 
might examine with profit. They would find to 
the credit of the Republican party, a nation re­ 
deemed from civil war, the greatest rebellion of 
history vanquished, a dissevered Union re-es­ 
tablished, made indissoluble, and sealed with 
universal freedom. It would find a prostrate 
credit restored and made the highest in the 
world. 
It would find the amendments to the 
Constitution charters of political equality and 
civil liberty, it would find the Dro< lnmiffion of 
Emancipation. It would find the greatest chap­ 
ters of political history ever written in the book 
of time, illuminated with an effulgence us from 
above the skies, radiated with the light of the 
loftiest patriotism, and of a heroism that con­ 
quered death, streaming from the illustrious 
names of Lincoln and Grant. 
Fcllow-Rcpnblicans : Can any 
Republican 
afford to fall out of the ranks in the presence 
of tne consolidated Democracy* 
While the 
rebel army was in the field the Union army 
could not disband; no Uni n soldier couici 
desert. At the coronation of Napoleón the Em­ 
peror ask td Marshal Augercan : “ If anything 
were wanting to the splendor of the scene?” 
” Nothing,” replied the Marshal, 
“ but the 
presence of those who have died to prevent all 
this.” 
Shull the control of the destiny of this nation 
be given to the Democratic party? 
If so, Jet 
the roll be called of those who have died 
that the nation might live. Let polling-pi aces 
be opened at every battlefield—from Bui! Run 
to Appomattox—and the silent ("protest of the 
dead be placed ou that page of history.

The faith of men in men is based upon 
w hat each one knows of the past of his 
fellow-uian. .This truism applies to party.

forever demanding. It antagonized the re­ 
form election law s; it fought the common 
school system and opposed the broadening 
the elective franchise, and it has uni­ 
formly prostituted and abused the natural­ 
ization laws. 
I t stood out against the 
homestead system, and left no stone un­ 
turned to prevent the devotion of the soil 
to freedom. I t was the apostle of involun­ 
tary servitude, and the enemy of free labor, 
th e ally of rebellion and the one chief ob­ 
stacle in the patli of peace. 
Its political system is made up of objec­ 
tions, its rule of action is th at of tiie ob­ 
structionist. 
It never cast a vote for a free 
State, and never failed to deposit its ballot 
for hum an bondage. 
It resisted the admis­

In short, 
it has ever l>een the party of opposition, of 
prejudice and destruction.

W ashington, Octtiber 20th.—Caleb W. 
West, Governor of Utah, in his annual re­ 
port says : “ The all-absorbing question in 
this 
Territory—dom inating 
all 
others, 
hurtfully affecting its prosperity, impeding 
its advancement, disturbing the quiet and 
happiness of its people—is the attitude of 
defiance assumed and m aintained by the 
Mormon people (who are probably five- 
sixths of the whole population) to the law 
of Congress for the suppression of polyg­ 
amy, known as the Edm unds law. 
In all 
questions affecting the Mormon Church 
and people, both polygamous and m onoga­ 
mous Mormons m ake 
common 
cause. 
They stand together, and are united. They 
m aintain—publicly through thoir leaders 
and teachers, in their houses of worship, 
through their press, and privately in social 
and business 
circles—that 
the law is 
an 
infam ous interference with and de­ 
nial to them of th at religious freedom 
guaranteed to all by the Constitution ; that 
they are prepared to, and will if requested 
sacrifice their personal comfort, their prop­ 
erty, suffer indefinite im prisonm ent and 
surrender life itself, rather than yield and 
promise obedience to the law and forego 
the privileges they claim. 
The Govern­ 
m ent can have ami hold but one position 
towards this people, which is of easy state­ 
m ent. Its authority m ust be respected, its 
laws m ust be obeyed. 
During the year 
there were 94 convictions in the Federal 
Courts for polygamy and unlawful c > 
habitation. 
In 
nearly all these 
easts 
the convicted people absolutely refus d 
to 
accept 
their 
freedom 
by 
giving 
their promise to obey the law's in the 
future.” 
In 
conclusion, the Governor 
says he knows of no arm ed organization 
for the purpose of opposing the lawful 
authorities, or resisting the enforcement of 
the laws, nor does he believe any such now 
exists, but says the need may arise at any 
tim e for the prom pt use of a strong, well- 
disciplined and efficient m ilitary force to 
aid the civil power, and recommends that 
a force of United States troops he placed 
and kept in garrison in the Territory. The 
Governor urges the passing of the hill in 
reference to polygamy now before Con­ 
gress. 
Its effect will be to stay im m igra­ 
tion and deprive ot political privileges 
those who identify themselves with thig 
people to aid and abet them in their viola­ 
tion of the law.

A M an W h o W a n ts N o M oro F o r e ig n e r s 
L au d ed a t C astle G a rd en . 
P. D. W igginton, one of the originators 
of the American party in this State and 
candidate for Governor upon th at ticket, 
addressed the citizens of this city at Turner 
H all last night. The m eeting was not ad­ 
vertised, and, as the party has no organiza­ 
tion and but few adherents here, it was not 
largely attended. 
The speaker was introduced by Charles 
Traver, and spoke from 8 o’clock until 
10:05. 
H e has a pleasing address, and 
kept his audience interested from the com­ 
m encem ent to the close of his remarks. 
H e said it was somewhat strange that an 
American, speaking of and for America, 
should be allowed to speak to empty 
benches, when if an Irishm an would come 
here to tell of the woes of Ireland Am er­ 
icans would llock by thousands to hear 
him , and pay 50 cents per head for the 
privilege. 
H e said that over one hundred years ago 
our forefathers, by acts of heroism u n ­ 
paralleled, created and established a coun­ 
try never equaled in the history of the 
world. To day he and a few others were 
engaged in sowing seed that will result in 
Americanizing this country once more. 
They had succeeded in gaining a good foot­ 
ing in Alameda, San Francisco, Tulare and 
Fresno counties, 
and wherever a true 
patriot, a lover of his country, a man 
actuated by the principles of American 
liberties 
resided, 
there dwelt a man 
who would echo the sentim ents expressed 
in the platform of the American party. 
It was a party that had its origin in Fresno 
on the 27lh of last May, since which time, 
notw ithstanding 
the 
opposition of the 
dom inant parties and an opposing press, 
had grown rapidly, and was now a live, 
energetic and determined American party; 
one which would m arch onward, and in 
tim e place the republic on that plane from 
which there never could be any doubt 
about its perpetuity. 
He stoutly denied 
that the American party was the old Know 
Nothing party. This was an accusation 
that was false in every particular. The 
American party believes" that all law-abid­ 
ing citizens, whether native or foreign 
born, are 
politically equal. 
They say 
it, because 
they 
believe 
it is right. 
They 
do 
not 
propose 
to 
violate 
the 
naturalization 
or 
any 
other of 
the laws of their country. They believe 
it as im portant that a Government should 
keep its contracts as an individual, hence 
they declare that the naturalized and na­ 
tive-born citizens are equal, but also declare 
that they have all the foreigners in the 
United States that they want, or that they 
have any present or future use for. They 
don't want any more foreign citizens; they 
can get enough in the good old way to do 
all the voting, fill all the offices, and run 
the Government. 
The speaker paid a high 
compliment to John F. Swift, claiming that 
he would m ake a better Governor than 
W ashington Bartlett. 
He said the only issues apparent between 
the Democratic and Bepublican party to­ 
day was that of dirty linen, and consists of 
the following: 
Does Swift get his washing 
v -done at a Chinese laundry, and if so, do 
iiie premises belong to W ashington B art­ 
lett ? 
The speaker told several good anecdotes, 
and kept his audience in the best of hum or.

For County Treasurer, E. Klebitz, the 
Democratic nominee, was indorsed. 
For County Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, Professor W. L. W illis, Demo­ 
cratic nominee, was indorsed. 
For County Clerk a halt was called on 
Democratic indorsements, and C. A. Muyd- 
well. Prohibition candidate, selected. 
E. G. Morton, who was nominated in the 
Convention for State Senator, and at that 
tim e declined, catne forward, withdrew his 
resignation and accepted. 
An attem pt w s made to indorse Jam es 
G. Davis, Democratic nom inee for the 
Assembly in the Nineteenth District, but 
there being objection to the nam ing of so 
m any Democrats, the 
gentleman 
who 
placed him in nom ination withdrew the 
m otion, and the position was left blank.

ADAMS DISCHARGED. 


T h e 
th e 
C ase 
a t 
C ircu m sta n ces 
o f 
F ra n k lin . 
In Justice H enley’s 
Court yesterday 
morning Jam es Adams was exam ined on a 
charge of grand larceny, in stealing $145, 
property of H. M. H ansen. 
District A t­ 
torney Buckley appeared for the people 
and P. R. Beckley for the defendant. H an­ 
son testified that he and the defendant had 
been working at or near Collinsville, and 
left there early last week for the mountains, 
com ing up the river by steamer. They 
drank freely, and witness was considerably 
under the influence of liquor. 
H e had his 
"tuonev in his pocket when the boat left 
Rio Vista, after which be fell asleep, 
and when 
he woke up, near 
Sacra­ 
mento, 
his- purse 
hail 
disappeared, 
and Adams had left the boat at some way 
landing. Constable Marks, of fran k lin , 
testified that Adams told him . alter being 
arrested, that he found a purse of money 
on the boat. The defendant did not go 
upon the stand, and there was no further 
evidence to show that he committed the 
larceny charged, consequently the District 
Attorney moved for a dismissal of the case, 
which was granted. 
Relative to the proceedings at Franklin, 
referred to in the R ecobd-1 sion of the 
lsnb, Justice Stephenson denies that there 
was anything irregular, so far as his Court 
was concerned, and especially denies that 
any of the 
money found 
in 
Adam s’ 
possession when arrested was used for 
the paym ent of Justice's or Constable’s 
costs, or that he (Justice Stephenson) di­ 
rected $15 of the money to be given to the 
prosecuting witness, Hanson. The Justice 
states that Adams was arrested by Con­ 
stable Marks on suspicion, and a dispatch 
announcing the arrest was sent to Chief 
Hillman, who replied. “ Hold him . 
I ll be 
down, or send, in the morning.” 
In order 
to hold the prisoner, Marks swore to a com­ 
plaint before the Justice, accusing Adams 
of grand larceny; a w arrant was issued, 
and the case set for 2 i*. m. of the next day 
(last Friday). 
A dispatch was sent to Dis­ 
trict Attorney Buckley, requesting him to 
go down and prosecute, and to take the 
prosecuting witness with him . No response 
was 
received, but 
Justice 
Stephenson 
learned from Constable Marks that he had 
seen Constable Harvey at E lk Grove, and 
ascertained that he had a warrant from 
Justice 
H enley's 
Court 
for 
Adams. 
Harvey 
did 
"not 
go 
to 
Franklin. 
The case was taken 
up 
that 
after­ 
noon, but, as no one 
appeared 
for 
the prosecution, it was continued until 1 
p. m. Saturday, and a subpena issued for 
Hanson. 
A message was also sent by 
Marks to the District Attorney. 
Marks re­ 
turned from the city next day, bringing 
the witness, and a complaint prepared by 
District Attorney Buckley and sworn to 
by Hanson, but Mr. Buckley could not be 
present. The case was examined, and the 
defendant discharged, the evidence being 
insufficient to hold him . 
Learning that 
there was an agreement that Adams should 
be sent to the city if discharged at F rank­ 
lin, Justice Stephenson caused his arrest 
by Constable Kinney, of Elk Grove, and 
Constable Harvey was notified and went 
down after him . 
At the hearing of the 
case Adams, who was represented by his 
attorney, P. R. Beckley, made a statem ent 
that he had more money when they left 
Collinsville than Hanson. That they left 
in snch a hurry that he did not have a coat, 
and he got oti the boat at W alnut Grove to 
buy one, and the boat went off and left him 
there. 
He walked to 
Franklin, and 
there engaged a conveyance to bring him 
to Sacramento to meet Hanson, but failed 
to find him . Getting on a spree, he spent 
the money he had with him , and had to 
walk back to Franklin to get the greater 
portion of his funds, which he left there 
when he started for Sacramento, because he 
was afraid to carry so much money with 
him when traveling at night. 
W hen he 
arrived at Franklin he was arrested. There 
was no evidence at the exam ination that 
Adams had said he found the money on 
the boat, but afterwards the Justice learned 
that the defendant had told two or three 
persons that such was the case. After the 
examination, Adams told the Justice at 
Elk Grove that be hail given H anson $15 
of the motley, as he did not like to see him 
wandering about without a cent.

F ittsbueg, October 20tb.—Blaine was in ­ 
troduced to a crowd of over 10,000 persons 
here to-night. 
He said in substance : 
A 
crisis in the tariff system of the U nited 
States is rapidly approaching. 
For a long 
series of years—ever since the close of the 
war—we have had a vast debt to be paid. 
However large the national revenue, its 
surplus could always be profitably em ­ 
ployed to the liquidation of our national 
obligation. 
Wo have decreased that debt 
so rapidly that there rem ains now but lit­ 
tle more than $200,000,000 of it that can be 
paid within this century, and all of that 
lulls due within four years from this date. 
Its m aturity, thus rapidly approaching, 
m ay be said to be even now impending, so 
th at the m atter is one that m ust lie taken 
into consideration at once, because the re­ 
m aining $700,000,1)00 or $800,000,000 go over 
to the twentieth century. 
Under a wise 
administration of the Federal Government 
by the Republican party the credit of the 
nation has increased so rapidly that its 
bonds, which were at par but seven years 
ago, 
now command 
nearly $130, and 
holders will 
not 
relinquish them 
to 
the 
Treasury 
at 
less 
than 
that 
rate. 
It may therefore be assumed as a 
certainty that their paym ent is postponed 
until the next century, and hence they fall 
outside ot the present power of the Legisla­ 
ture of this nation. 
[Applause.] 
W hen, 
therefore, you shall have diminished the 
total volume of the obligation of the coun­ 
try to the am ount of the $200,000,000 now 
almost due, what are you going to do with 
the surplus which Hows annually into your 
treasury? 
W hat disposition are you going 
to m ake of the large am ount which yearly 
you have been accustomed to apply to the 
paym ent of the national debt? 
The pro­ 
tectionists answer : “ Let us so reduce our 
revenue that, with a wise discrimination, 
the American laborer in his daily earnings 
may be protected by the national law, and 
keep that in view as a prim al object.” 
[Cheers.] This is the question that impends 
for your 
decision, and after a patient 
consideration 
of 
the 
pro; able 
conse­ 
quences 
to 
result 
from 
that 
deci­ 
sion, 
I 
venture 
the 
assertion 
that 
there has not been, since the national 
election of I860, a financial crisis so urgent 
and pressing as the one which will be upon 
the American people within the next two 
years. 
I cannot now go into details on the 
tariff, as to the m anner in which it should 
be regulated, but I can say this—that unless 
it is so adjusted as to continue the doctrine 
of protection, you, gentlemen, will see 
hard times in this country. 
Blaine dwelt 
at length upon the m agnitude of the m anu­ 
facturing interests ot the country, and in 
answer to the attacks made upon his tariff 
ideas by the London papers, and compared 
the starving laboring people of London to 
the prosperous working classes of this coun­ 
try. 
lie devoted some tim e to a discussion 
of the injury to the general workingpublic 
resulting from tbe extremely low wages 
paid the colored luboring men in the South, 
and I he recent notice taken of the m atter 
by the General Assembly of the K nights of 
Labor. 
Blaine denied that the Republican party, 
in its system of reconstruction, started out 
with the idea of forcing the South to take 
negro suffrage. The Republican party re­ 
ferred the South to the provisions of the 
Fourteenth Am endm ent to the Constitu­ 
tion, which prevents men whose hands had 
been made bloody on the field of battle 
against Union men, from taking part in 
the Government until Congress by a two- 
tliirds m ajority shall release them from 
that disability. 
In that am endm ent was a 
provision that if the negro was excluded 
from voting he m ust be excluded from 'the 
basis of representation. 
Ten Southern 
States scornfully rejected the condition, 
Tennessee alone accepting it. Then the fif­ 
teenth am endm ent was passed, which gave 
suffrage to every man in the United States, 
who was duly naturalized or born on this 
soil. Negro suffrage was now absolutely 
destroyed. The South took thirty-five to 
thirty-eight Representatives into Congress, 
and the same num ber of Presidential Elec­ 
tors, by fraud and violence, and counted 
them in tbe Democratic column. 
We 
ought to be able to m ake a solid North, as 
they have made a solid South.

HEREAS, TH E LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State of C alifornia, at its Tw enty-sixth 
Session, beginning on th e fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen h u n d red an d eighty-five, two- 
third? o f all the m em bers elected to each of the 
two Houses o f said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed th e following am endm ent of 
Sections O ne, Eight, Ten and E leven of Article 
T hirteen, of th e Constitution of the State of 
C alifornia: 


A M E N D M E N T N U M B E R O N E . 


Section 1. All property in th e State, except 
railroads, not exem pt under th e laws of tne 
U uited States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be *-' ertaini'd as provided by law. 
T he word pro; erty. a- u<od iu this article and 
section, is hereby declared to include m oneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other m atte:* and things, real, personal and 
m ixed, capable of private ow nership; provided. 
Hint grow ing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, aud such as m ay belong to 
th e U nited States, th is State, or auy county or 
m unicipal corporation w ithin this ¿tate, shall 
be exem pt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees sh all be deem ed to be and shall be 
assessed aud taxed as a part of the realty; and, 
provided further, th at railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Seciion le u ol th is article; and, 
proi'ided further, th a t th e Legislature m ay pro­ 
vide for th e cxercDtioii from taxation 01 ships 
and vessels ow ned and registered or enrolled in 
th is Mate, or may tax sucn ships an d vessels on 
th eir gross or n et earnings, in Leu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. 
The Legislature m ay also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona fide icsidents of this State. 
Double tax atio n in any form is prohibited. 


Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law , require 
each taxpayer in this State to m ake and deliver 
to th e County Assessor, annually, a statem ent 
u nder oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty, real and personal, exc* pt railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten of th is article, ow ned 
Dy such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, a t tw elve o’clock m eridian on the 
first M onday iu M arch. 


Bec. 10. A ll property, except Tailroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, tow n, tow n­ 
ship, or d istrict in w hich it is situated, iu the 
m anner provided by law . Every corporation 
aud person ow uing or operating a railroad, or 
auy portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State T reasurer an an n u al tax of two and 
a h alf per cent upon the gross earnings, earned 
w ithin this State, o f such railroad, for th e year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
n ex t preceding, w hich tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon th e fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadw ay, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, station» an d theii 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, w hen op­ 
erated as a p art of m en railroad, and upon the 
shares of th e capital stock, and upon the m ort­ 
gages, deed» o f trust, contracts or o th er obliga­ 
tion by w hich a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All o th er property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person m a il be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross an n u al earnings earned during the year 
ending on th e thirty-first day ot Decem ber last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall bo, annually, 
Deforc the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by th e State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations as m ay be pre­ 
scribed by said Board; provided, how ever, th a t 
the Legislature m ay at any tim e pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
w here railroad? are situated partly w ithin this 
8tate and partly w ithout this Mate, the gross an 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determ ined by ta k in g : 


F irst- The gross earnings w hich, during the 
year last preceding, have been ta m e d wholly 
w ithin th is State. 


Second—-'The gross earnings w hich, during the 
sam e year, have been earned partly w ithin this 
State and partly w ithout this Mate, w hich shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
betw een th is State ana other 8ta»es or Territo­ 
ries, in th e proportion w hich th e num ber of 
m iles of such railroad situated in this State, aud 
used in m aking such earnings, bears lo ~ h e 
w hole num ber of m iles thereof, by the use of 
w hich such earnings have been m aae. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thus ascertained 
shall be added to the earnings m ade wholly 
w ithin the State, and th e total th u s obtained 
shall be tak en and deem ed to be the gross earu 
ings of such railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
m ent an d taxation. For every purpose of tb it 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to th e earnings m ade wholly w ithin this State, 
all railroads operated as one sys em shall be 
treated as one road. O ne-third of th e tax paid 
by corporations or perrons ow ning or operating 
railroads u n d er th e provisions or th is section 
shall becom e p art of tne General F und of this 
State, a n d tw o th ir Is thereof shall be paid to 
th e county o r c«un»ies in w hich said raiiroad if 
situated, in proportion to th e length of the rail­ 
road operated in the several counties. F or the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
county shall tie treated as a county. Any corpo­ 
ration, 
sons, 
. 
tax herein provided, 
come due. o r w ith in th irty days then-after, shall 
be deem ed to have waived th eir right tooperate 
th eir railroads w ithin th is State. The taxes 
herein provided for, together w ith such penalties 
as th e Legislature m ay impose for the non-pay­ 
m ent thereof, shall be a Hen upon th e property 
hereinbefore in this section designated, a na may 
be enforced ir» such m anner as th e Legislature 
m ay by law prescribe. All railroads, so far a* 
th e sam e a re situated w ithin the boundaries of 
any com m on school district, shall be subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purpose» voted by 
th e electors of th e district, at a special election 
held for th a t purpose, th e sam e as other prop­ 
erty situated w ithin th e district, anything in 
th is article to th e contrary notw ithstanding. 
A nd ell railroads, as far as th ey are situated 
w ith in the tjoundaries of any incorporated city 
o r tow n, .«hall be subject to an ad valorem ta i 
for m unicipal purposes the sam e a* otber prop­ 
erty situated therein, anything in this article to 
the contrary notw ithstanding. 


Sec. 13. Incom e taxes m ay be assessed and 
collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or companies, resident o r doing 
business in th is State, or any one or more or 
them , in such coses and amount* and in such 
manner as shall be prescribed by law . No Qmrt 
w ithin this State shall have power, by xnjonc 


tion or otherw ise, to interfere w ith, h in d er or 
delay the collection of any ta x laid under the 
form of taw , except upon a show ing th at the 
(ftm e property has been taxed m ore th an once 
for th e sam e purpose in th e sam e year, and then 
onl; upon paym ent to th e T ax Collector, or into 
Court, of a sum equal to the am ount of one of 
the taxes so laid noon th e property in question: 
provided, th at in all cases actions m ay be m ain­ 
tained against the l a x Collect i r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid u n d er protest. All such actions 
m ust be com m enced w ithin th irty days after 
such illegal tax es have been paid. It shall be 
th e duty cf th e Courts in w hich such actions 
m ay be brought, to try them , upon the request 
of eith er party, in advance of all other civil ac­ 
tions, aud such taxes so paid under protest shall 
be retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer as the Legislature m av designate, until 
such actions shall have been finally decided. 


SCHEDULE. 


N othing in this am endm ent shall affect any 
assessm ent o r tax heretofore m ade or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore in­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on ac- 
ccount of any such assessm ent, tax, interest or 
penalty; au d all laws in force at the adopriou of 
this am endm ent, no t inconsistent therew ith, 
shall rem ain in full force and effect u ntil altered 
or repealed by th e Legislature.
